That Is the Reason Cyprien
Verner Gives for Shoot-
ing His Brother.

A MAD CHASE TO DEATH.

He Says He Was Directed to Commit
the Murder in a Dream.

TRIED TO KILL THE CONSTABLE,

And Then Xarrowly Fscapes Iynching by
the Maddened Mob.

JEALOUSY CAUSES A RIOT AT RANKIR

Inspired with the hope of bettering his
financial condition, and nerved for his
bloody task by sundry drinks of cheap
whisky, a coal miner named Cyprien
Verner shot and fatally wounded his elder
brother August yesterday at high noon.

It was eold, deliberate and premeditated,
for according to the attending physician the
vietim's honrs are numbered and he will be
cold in death before the close of another
day. The murderer, after arming himself
with one of those ugly and ponderous
imported revolvers familiarly known as the
“English bulldog,” sought out his brother,
and, after a few angry words, pulled the
weapon from the poeket of his coat and
began firing. At first his aim was uo-
certain and the bullets hissed wide of the
human mark. It was this poor marksman-
ship, enused, perhaps, by the eager-
ness of his passion-racked assail-
ant, that enabled the victim to prolong
his life for a few mowments by flight.
But this brief delay only maddened
the would-be murderer. When his brother
fled he followed. Down the sloping hill-
side sprinted the pursued and the pursuer.
Past fields of ripening ecorn and clumps of
blooming rose bushes they rushed.

Veroer's Mad Ensh to Demth,

Tn the beginning the leader had the ad-
vantage of a start of a dozen yards and the
incentive of self-preservation, but, long
before this journey to death was over,
his opponent, being strong of limb and
vounger by more than a dogen vyears, had
nlmost overcome the handieap and was right
at the heels of his man. Then it was that
he raised his smoking revolver and taking
careful aim fired. This time hisaim proved
true. The man in front half turned and
then with a groan fell face downward in the
roadway. After that one awful groan the
man mads no sound. He lay 1n the middle
of the road with his very life blood gushing
from = jagged hole in his neck.

Directly he saw bhis brother fall, Cyprien
halted. For a single instant he gazed at
August's trembling body, and then witha
muttered oath drew the empty shells from
his pistol and carefully reloaded the
weapon. He started down the road, but
before he had gone a dozen yards he was
confronted by a big, broad-shouldered man
who wore no coat and whose face was very
white.

“‘I want you," said this man to Cyprien.

“Oh, yon do. Well, take this instead,”
shouted the murderer, in badly broken Eng-
lish. As he spoke he shoved the muzle of
his pistol into the man’s face.

Fearfal Strasgle With the Marderer,

Before he could pull back the hammer
some one trom behind elutched hiv wrist,
and with a sudden jerk wrested the pistol
from his grasp. Cyprien turned and closed
with his unknown foe. It was a short,
desperate  fizht, witnessed only by
the dyine brother and one frightened
woman, For ten minutes the desperado
struggled with his two opponents, but the
odds proved tono great for him snd in the
end he surrendered. Meantime men and
boys working in adjoining fields had heard
the shot and beheld the men struggling in
the road. They hurried to the place, and a
number of them assisted in binding Cy-
prien’s arms.  Others lifted August’s bod
and earried it into Willlam Bushman's
house, which tronts on the road directly in

L front of the place where the wounded man

fell.

With muttered cnries Cyprien allowed
Consiable Samuel Williamson, the man
who had first attempted to arrest him, to
lead him across lots to the main street of
Midway, on which is located the office of
'Squire Henry Eaton. Close behind them
came Henry Adair; who bad assisted in the
eapture, and a crowd of 100 or more men
and boya It is & two-mile walk from the
seene of the shooting to the *Squire’s office,
and before the journey was half over two
or three men in the crowd proposell a
“lynching bee.™

He Narrow’y Eseaped Lynching,

Many of their companions approved of
the suggestions and it bezan to look as
though the dark-haired wan with the gleam.
ing black eyes and powerful physique, who
was responsible for all the trouble, wounld
pay the penslty then and there, but
the  constable was  plucky and
Henry Adair was pacific and be-
tween them they managed to land
their prisonerin the ’Squire’s little office.
The outer door was shut in the very faces
of the indignant populace and securely
fastened. Only six or seven of Midway's
leading citizenis were allowed to enter.
'Squire Eaton began the preliminary exam.
ination of the prisoner, but before anything
hud been done the erowd ontside grew ugly
and clamored for admission. At ﬁnl:
juncture Justice Eaton slipped out of the
side door and in a few terse sentences told
the crowd to disperse. He promised that
Cyprien would not escape, and the crowd
evidently trusted him, for it made no for-
ther demonstration.

When Cyprien was asked to plead he
drew himseif up before the *Squire and made
this dramatic ]

“Judge, last night I went to bed and
quickly fell nsleep. I dreamed that I bad
killed my brother, and I awoke trembling
and wet with sweat. This was nabout 1
o'elock, for I got up and looked at the clock.
I was up for ten minutes, and then I lpid
down and closed my eyes. I dreamed
that awful dream, and awoke as before.

Directed to Morder by & Dream,

“Three times, Your Honor, did the vision
come to me before morning, and I kuew that
it must be done. This morniog I went to
Mansfield and boughta box of fresh car-
tridges. In my pecket was the gun whieh I
had bought twoe monthe ago. I loaded it
and then started for August’'s place. I
walked through the yard and into the or-
charfl beyond. A woman passed me, but I
did not know her. If she h.(l been
August's wite T would have killed her. I
found August among his vines He is a tall
old man with y hairs in his head. When
I was close uﬁ:nl said, *Why did you put
water in my wine when we last played

“He looked at me snd muttered some-
thing, I do not remember what, and I
didn't eare, T pointed m;whlnlnﬁ
shonted: ‘Die, — you, die! I pulled
the trigger. I fired three shots, but m
aim was bad. He turned and ran. I fo
lowed close behind. We man a great dis-
tance, aod then his breath failed him and I
gained on him. When we were in front of
a little red house I caught up with him and
sent a bullet into his head He fell to the
ground. Then two men came up. The:
fought with me and licked me. That

‘When Cyprien had finished his remark-
eech the justice remanded him to
8 Pa, jail to swait the
result of August’s injurien  He was led
away b{ﬁ Constable Williamson, and, al-
though the crowd looked dark and threaten-
ing, it made no sign and didn’t attempt to
interfere.

The hearing onee over, *Squire Eaton and
the crowd hurried to the Bushmau House,
Here they found Cyprien's victim. He was
lﬁ;ﬁ on the floor with his eyes closed and
blood trickling down hisneck. Dr J. M.
Moon, who had been summoned, pronounced
the wound fatal. He probed for the bullet,
bat could not loeate it

While the doetor was working over the
man & middle-azed woman staggered into
the room. She wore & calico gown and ear-
ried a basket of berries,

“It is my husband,"” she cried, and then
she fainted. A half hour later the wounded
man opened his eyes, and when he saw his
wife bending over him he whispered, “Is it
vo ?” These were the only words he
spoke, and from then on it seemed impos-
sible to rouse him.

Mrs Verner gave her version of the affair
toa DISPATCH reporter Jast night. She
said: “'I married Mr. Verner 20 years ago.
1 wasa widow at the time, and owned the
place in which we now live. August had
two younger brothers, and they lived with
us. Joseph was agood boy, but Cyprien
always was troublesome. He knew that
August and 1 had & little money and he
wanted it. He was a coal miner, but only
worked at odd times. BSix years agomy
husband went to France to visit his people.

Ones Tried to Marder Augast’s Wife,

“During his absence Cyprien came to the
honse one night and drove me out at the
point of a pistel. Then he burned all my
clothing and smashed all the furniture. I
had him arrested and he was sent to the
workhouse for & year. When he ecame out
he went away for a short time
and I didn't see him until the Tth
of last February. I was alone at the time.
He knocked at the doorand I opened it
At first T did not recognize him, as his hat
was pulled down over his face. There was
another man with him. He said that he
wanted to buy our house, and attempted to
enter the house. I recognized his voice and
shot the d in his face. Then I turned
the key in the lock and remember no more,
a8 I fell on the floor in a faint.

“That was the last I saw of him until to-
dey. I wason my way to the vill with
a basket of berries wian he me in
the fielde .

Her Sunbonnet Baved Her Lile,

“He did not know me, a8 my sunbonnet
sbaded my face and I've changed a great
deal in the last two months on acconnt of a
spell of sickness, I did not know that my
man was shot until a woman told me down
Midway, He wasa good, quiet man, was
Augnst.

Its Origiu Jealousy and Its Result—Five
Persons Badly Hurt—The Husband Bent
on Scicide—He Is Hescaed and a Free
Fight Follows

A small riot, preceded by sn attempt at
suicide and followed by the arrest of the
man who interfered with the matrimonial
blisa of Iewis Miller, startled Rankin
borough yesterday.

Lewis Miller keeps a boarding house, and
for some time has been suspicious of the
attentions paid his wife by Andrew Aufdem-
witz, & boarder. This morning he thought
he had discovered convineing proof of their

ilt, and, becoming discouraged, lie went
f:the railroad and threw himself upon the
track in front of an approaching train.

John Black and George Fall, two workmen,

were nearby and dragged him off the track

in time to save his life.

Miller related his woes to the two men,
who accompanied him home. They found
Aufdemwitz still in the honse, nnd Mr.
Black, who is Mrs. Miller's stepfather,
turned in and gave the lover a thrashing.
Mrs. Miller interfered and s general riot
tollowed. Anfdemwitz, with three men
against him, picked up a chair and rushed
at Mr. Black. Mra Lﬂller sprang between
them and received the blow full upon the
head. Aufdemwitz then picked up an iron
bar and dzalt Black a terrible blow, cuttin
his head open. In the free fight which tol-
lowed every one of the five combatants
came off with serious Injuries. .

Officers were telephoned for from Brad-
dook, and when they arrived they had some
diffienlty in placing Aufdemwitz under ar-
rest. He isnow held under two charges of
aggravated assault and battery, the infor-
mation stating that Mr. Fall was also badly
injured.

Names of Scholars Who Win Admis-
sion to the High School

TO BE SHROUDED IN MYSTERY.

Central Board Fear Creating Jealousy and
Dissension.

THE NUMBERS OF THE PRIZE W[K_NSRB

The members of the Central Board of
Edueation have this year determined to re-
turn to the mysterious, unsatisfactory -and
once abandoned system of designafing by
numbers the successful applicant to admis-
sion to the Pittsburg High School.  They
will do this instead of publishing the
whole list, including the names of the
children whose unceasing eofforts filted
them for the promotion.

An effort was made yesterdsy by TaB
DISPATCH to secure an alphabetical list of
the little ones who had passed the rigid
High—School examination, but Secretary
Reisfor, of the Central Board, said he was
without authority to give out the list, and
the members of the Central Board who were
seen said that at & recent meeting of that
body it was positively decided that the list
of namen should not be published at least
for a week or two after the uninteresting
and confusing numbers had been given out.

“Is there any possible way of getting at
the names of the children who have passed
the High School exsmination?'” was asked
William Holmes, Secretary of the Central
Board of Edueation,

No Names Given Ont This Year,

“] think not,” WMr, Holmes answered.
“We have decided not to give out the
names this vear."

“Upon what ground do you base that de-
cision?”"

“Upon the ground that the publication of
the names crested contusion and ugly feel-
ing among the various schools and was in
no wav beneficial to the school children or
the school system. The school making the
best showing under the system of pub-
lishing the names has always excited
the jealousy and and anger of the othor
schols and to prevent such contentions and
strife we determined to return to the old
system of numbers. It was never the pur-
pose of the Board of Edueation to adopt
the system of publishing the names of the
succesaful candidates. That was an inno-
vation brought about sore 10 or 12 years
ago by an enterprising reporter of THE
DisparcH. We allowed it to be con-
tinued until this year, when we found it
necessary to suppress the names in the
interests of harmony in our schools.”

“Do you not conxider the publicstion of
the nomes au a positive incentive to school
children?"" X

““Well, probably the making publie .of
the names does prompt the children to
greater efforts, but in my judzment the
publication ot the pumbers answers the
same pu " Mr. Holmes replied. “The
children can tell by the numbers they hold
whether they have passed the examination.
Their parents are also guided by the num-
bers, and then by the numbering arrange-
ment those who do not pass are not sub-
jected to the humiliation produced by the
unfortunate notoriety.” ;

Munst Wear Their Laurels In Private,

*Is it not the stodious children who pass
the examination that deserve popular ap-
Pll:un without regard to the omes who
ail?”

“Well, yes,” the gentleman assented,
*but itis contended by membersof our
board that the number system is the better
and we have returned to it and have de-
cided not to publish the names. However,
I will see other members of thedoard and
if we agree to publish the names I will eall
you up at 5 o’clock. If we continue in our
present determination you will not hear
from me.”’

however, and in his conversation on the sub-
ject it developed that bé was content with
the number system only because it had I;:ro-
tected the examination of the pupils which
other members of the board, he said, were
endeavoring to abolish altogether,

“We have had somewhat of a struggle to
keep the examinations from being abol-
ished,” Dr. McKelvey said, *‘and we com-
promised on publishing only the numbers
of the successful applicants for promo-
tion. Dr. Kearns, another member of the

tral Board is bitterly opposed to ex-
aminationa He insists that the rival
among the children proveked by the publi-
cation of the pames is yearly driving
hundreds of the school children to untimel {
graves and he seema determined to abolis
examinations.

The publieation of the names of the chil-
dren has beyond question created rivalry
and jealousy, and we have this year de-
cided that the publication of the numbers
will be sufficient that will sustain and con-
tinue the examinations. The real trouble
isthat parents blame every ailment that
overtakes their children on the schools,
when in truth I am only sorry that we have
not eots in the school bnildings where the
pupils could sleep in the cool, fresh and
clean rooms instead of the crowded and un-
comforiable rooms of their homes. The
school houses are healthier than most of the
homes in this town."

Prof. Luckey, superintendent of ecity
schools, is an earnest advocate of publish-
iog the names ot the successful pupils, He
contends that such publication is but the
proper incentive to the children and he ar-
gues that the rivalry and jealousy so created
does more good than harm to the public

shools,

“The brightest pupil in school is always
looked upon as the teacher's pet. That
was my experience when I went to school.
